During  the  war  years  1943-44  and  1944-45,  this  import  restriction  was  waived.  Imports  of  registered  and  certified  wheat  seed  for  planting  purposes,  as  well 
as  wheat  for  special  experimental  purposes,  are  permitted  ex-quota.
